London, July SI.— The abolition of 
standing armies and the sabstitation for 

them of international arbitration was 
discussed in the Sociulist Congreaa to- 
day. Many of the delegates ojipoHcd 
the abolition of nriaiics, claiming that it 
would olace the proletariat more in the 
power of the upper claasea. An English 
delegate, Mrs. Black, dwelt upon th( 
importance of the prospective arbitra 
tion between the United Stales and 
Great Britain, and proposed that the 
congreBB " send word to the wretches, 
Lord Salisbury and Secretary Olney, that 
congreea insists upon this arbitration." 
Mr. Saniel, an American delegate, con 
tended that the Congress ought not to 
pay irui;;h attention to the propo-^ed 
arbitr;ition, as.sertiiiK tliiit the middle 
chiesea would never resort to arbitration 
unless there was more money in it than 
in war, Mrs. Black's propoeal was not 
adopted. The report of the commission 
was then passed in fivvor of the abolition 
of standing armies and the ea- 
tiiblishment of a national citizen 
force, and in favor of the establish- 
ment of a tribunal of arbitration whose 
decision should be linal and w^-e duty 
it should be to regulate disputiXs^tweeii 
nations, adding that the question of war 
or peace should rest with the people 
when (tovernmenta refused to accept the 
award of the tribunal of arbitration, nnd 
also protesting against secret treaties, 
declaring thai the workiiigmen can only 
obtain the objects enumerated by gain- 
ing control of legislation and allying 
theinaelvea with the International So- 
cialist movement. 

The congress later adopted after dis- 
ousaioii the report of the committee on 
organization, favoring the establishment 
of a pertninicnt international committee 
and international bureau of information, 
and recoiiitnending that " in view of the 
great emigration of Europeans to Amer- 
ica, enabling concentrated capitalism to 
reduce wages and overcome the work- 
ingmen's resistance of oppreBston and 
degradation, arrangementa be made to 
distribute among emigrants SnmaliKt 
literature and information in viirioiin 
languages to enable them to join the 
organi "ition." 

In tho Commons to-day, the first lord 
of the treasury, Mr, Balfour, replying to 
<|iieslion, said the time had not arrivetl 
for the consideration in connection with 
the sixtieth luiniversary of the reiyii of 
(Jueeii Victoria of the release of the 
Irish |)olilieal prisoners. 

The lioiiie secretary, Sir Matthew 
White Ridley, replying to a qnealion 
whether tho government would hiy on 
the table the statementof the lord chief 
justice regarding tlie case of Mrs, Flor- 
ence Maybrick, said the government 
would not do so, as tlie course was un- 
uHul and undesirable. The letter was 
written by the lord chief juatice in liis 
private capacity and not in his capacity 
as judge,

BRYAN'S PROSPECTS. 

There are acme people who eeera to 
think that the talk of the silver parly 
gaining the day in tho Presidential ulut- 
tion is mere l)ri\g; that tliere ia not the 
Blit;liteHt il;u]«L'r ol the curroiicy cninks 
tciiinintr tho iip|)er hand iu the States, 
r.ut tlie I'(ii)ulist8 and silver Democrats 
nnitetl are greatly more numerous than 
many people imagine. Brian's cliances 
of success are very far indeed from heing 
merely fanciful. CaknisitioiiK founded 
upon the strength of parties at previun.'' 
elections show that unlo.s.H there is ii vi'ry 
conpi<li'ral)le i;haiii;r of pnhlic Dpinion in 
the United .Slates Di-yan will i)oll a very 
large vote. 

The calculations are made by States, 
because all the presidential elec- 
tors of a State, no matter what their 
individual opinions may he, vote as the 
majority of the State has voted. It may 
he necessary to explain here tliat 
tliG citizens of the Uniteil States 
do not vote directly for the Presi- 
dent. They vote for electors chosen 
to represent them in the elector- 
al coUejre. California, for instance, ia 
entitled to nine vole-i in tlie college for 
President anil \'iee-President. If tlie 
majority of elejtor.s in California vole, 
say for MeKinley, the nine representa- 
tives of California, no matter how large 
the minority, must vote for MclCinley. 
And BO with all the other States. It is 
because the vote for President is taken 
in thi.s i)ecnliar way that a President c:an 
he elected hy a minority of the 
voters. When the voting is close 
it is not dillicnlt to unilerstaiul 
that the large minorities in a nuinlier 
of populous States may considerably out- 
number the small majorities in a num- 
ber of other Stales. In that ease the 
majority in the electoral college doe.s 
not corresjuiml with the inajority of tlie 
citizens who voted at I he poM.j, It is to 
put an end to thia pai adox ical state of 
things, as far as the election for Presi- 
dent and Vice-President goes, that the 
Populists favor the election of President 
by a direel vote of the people. 

The New York Sun, which is by no 
means favorable to Bryan's election, 
aays tliat the silver men are contident 
that Bryan can carry Iweiil y-eiiilit 
Slates, having in the electoral college 
224 votes. The total numiier of voles is 
447. Thia gives the silver party a 
majority of one vote. It ia more than 
likely that the silver men are too 
Hanguine, and that their wishes and 
hojies have to a certain extent 
vitiated their political aritlunetic. I!iit 
the Sun concedes that Bryan is 
sure of 1(>() votes out of the 4-17 to start 
with. The New York Times is of the 
opinioj that he will have 170 sure votes. 
According to this he will need only to 
gain 48 more votes to-have a majority. 

There are many states which are now 
douhlful. It, then, the people of 
a few of the.se stales catch the 
silver fever and cist a vote in 
favor of Bryan, let the majority he 
ever so small, the whole vote of these 
states will go for Bryan. It ia said that 
the silver men are making converts in 
the Eastern states. Suppose they carry 
New York hy a majority of a few hun- 
dred. This vi('lory will give Bryan .'ill of 
the -liS votes that he needs to make him 
President, .\llow that Maine goes silver 
hy so few an a thousand votes and that 
Mrayland pjUs a very small majority for 
Bryan. These elections would give Bryan 
14 more votes in the electoral college — 
two more than would be enough to make 
him President of the United States, and 
silver would then he king. 

The reader sees from this lliat greater 
wonder.s have liapiieiieil in the political 
world than that the " hoy orator " will 
be elected President in November ne.\-t. 
The calculations of the New York Sun 
and the New York Times may be all 
astray, and the silver men may be build- 
ing castles in the air, for ttiere may be 
elements in the presidential contest of 
the existence of which they arc all en- 
tirely ignorant. But there is always 
this to ho considered, that there is a pro- 
bability that the changes which may take 
place between to-day and the third of 
November may be in favor rather than 
against the Populist cause. In any case 
it ia not wise to regard the predictiona 
of the advocates of free silver as 
absurd. We have seen that, according 
to tho admissions of their strongest op- 
ponents, they have a solid foundation 
on which to build their calculations and 
hopes. 

There arc those who may consider it 
impolitic in the Times, the Sun and 
other advoeatea of sound money and 
good government to admit that there is 
a chance of Bryan huinq elected. Hut 
there are many more who do not believe 



it to be gopd poltcy to be continually 

laughing at the calciilationa and predic- 
tions of opponents. They consider that 
it is far wiser to look the situation fairly 
in the face, and to give the other eide 
full credit for the strength they are 
known topossesa. Much more barm, they 
think.comea of underrating the strength 
of political opponents than of overesti- 
mating it. It is most important that 
advocates of sound money anil of 
rational government in the United 
States should know exactly the number 
and the magnitude of the difficulties 
that lie between them and eucccbb in 
the momentous contest in which tlicy 
are now engaged. If they are convinced 
that it will require all their strength 
and alitli'b resources of their patriotism 
to win the election, they will bo sure to 
exert themselves to the utmost and to 
make all the sacriflcea* needed. This 
they would not be likely to do if they 
were confident of an easy victory. 



CHANGED LtBERALS. 

Our friends the Liberals apeak of con- 
ciliating Manitoba as if the electors of 
Manitoba counted for nothing. They 
aeem to think tliat all that Mr. Laiirier 
has to do ia to prevail upon a tow iiiem- 
beraofthe Provincial Government and 
a few leading clergymen and laymen to 
agree to terms of settlement and the 
trick isdone. But the Liberals should re- 
member that iiehiml the (lovernmeiit ol 
Manitoba and its leading men sliiml the 
electorH of tin; Province wlio are not to 
be maiiipuhited hy Mr. Laiiricr and Mr. 
Greenway and Mr. Sifton and Die rest, 
like 80 many puppets who have no wills 
of their own and can only move when 
Laurier, Greenway and Co. full the 
strings. Mr. Greenway waa told not 
long ago hy tlie jiaper which ia 
generally supposeil to bo his 
organ, that he dare not meddle 
with the school, system as now 
eatablished in Manitoba. Has 
that red-hot patriot cooled down since 
.\Ir. Laurier is in oflice and has in Ilia 
gift seats in the Cabinet and other good 
things? 1 las the ed itor of the Tribune 
been listening to the honeyed words of 
dii>loiuaey and is he being initiated into 
the sunny ways of patriotism? Not long 
ago the people were to him and other 
anti-coercionists everything, now they 
are, to all appearance, nothing — not 
worth considering or consulting. Tlie 
change lhat has come over these Liber- 
als in a few short weeks ia very remark- 
able.

In Enpland the Socialists are permit- 
ted to do exactly as they like as long as 
they keep within the laws to which all 
the people of the British Islands are sub- 
ject, and they like to, .act .in ,way 
that disgusts order-lovln i people of' all 
opinions. They see enough of the So- 
cialists when they are freed from all 
restraints except the restraints of de- 
cency and good mamiera to dislike and 
distrust them. The Socialist convention 
baa been to the people a most successful 
object lesson. By the aid of the news- 
paper press they see how Socialists when 
free from all tranuiiols act, and they are 
very for indeed from being attracted by 
the spectacle. If the British Govern- 
ment had interfered with the delibera- 
tions of the Socialists ; if it had sur- 
rounded them by soldiers, policemen 
and spies; it it had made the Socialists 
and their friends leel that they were 
suspecla and ontlawa, thousands would 
have .syni|>;Lthiaeil with them, and 
would have looked upon them as heroes 
and martyrs. Aa it has left them 
severnly alone, the people have cou.e to 
the conclusion that they are a coarse 
and disorderly crew.

KOKSILAH V. THE QUEEN. 

Action Against the Province for Not Usine 
Plaintiffs' Stone in the New Parlia- 
ment Buildings. 

The action of the Koksilah tjuarry Co. 
V. the Queen opened yesterday before 
Mr. Justice Walkem. The plaintiffs 
claim $12,000 damages for alleged breach 
of contract by the Chief Coiiiinissiouer 
of Lands and" Works in not using the 
stone from plaintiffs' ipiarry in tho erec- 
tion of the'parlianient buildings. Plain- 
tills' petition of right alleges that in ISDIi 
the goveriinieiit approved of the stone 
from plaintiffs' quarries and on invita- 
tion iilaintill's sent in tenders lor the 
supiily of sucli stone to the Laiuis and 
Works department, and that they were 
infornieil by the Deputy Uoniniissioner 
of Lands aiid Works that the Koksilah 
stone had been selected. After some of 
the stone had been delivered plaintiffs 
allege that tho contractor for the build- 
ings refused to accept any more stone 
from them. 

On the part of the jirovincial govern- 
ment the defence set up is that the con- 
tract was {\\{\ late F. Adams, contractor 
for the building ; and that the stone de- 
livered by jilaiiitill's to the contractors 
was of poor quality and unlit lor use in 
building, Mr. P. M. liattenbury, the 
architect for the building, having con- 
demned it. 

Mr. V,. V. Bodwell ap])Rared for plain- 
tills ; ;SIr. A. O. Smith, deputy attorney- 
general, and Mr. Herbert K. A. I\obert- 
Bon, for the province. 

After the case had been opened, Mr. 
H. Dallas Helmcken, Q-C, asked that 
tho Adams estate be made a party to the 
action, but the court decided negatively, 
as Mr. Helmcken's clients' interests 
would not bo affected in the present 
action. 

A great part of the day was taken up 
in the examination of Mr. Thco. Lublie, 
])residont of the (juarry company. He 
claimed that the stone supplied was of 
good (piality. 

The quarry foreman and several minor 
witncssei! took up the rest of the after- 
noon and the case was then adjourned 
till this morning.

SOO CANAL TRAFFIC. 

One of the Dullest Imniigration Seasons in 
Years— Trent Croinl Surveys in 
Course of Prosecution. 

Ottaw.v, July 30. — (Special) — -Since 
the opening of navigation 2,011 vessels 
have passed through the Canada Hoc 
canal. 

The officials of the interior depart- 
ment estimate that the immigration to 
Canada to date this season is fully five 
per cent, below the arrivals of last 
spring. This means that unless a great 
improvement takes placid by autumn 
this will be one of the dullest immigra- 
tion seasons in many yi'iirs.

DIED AT HIS POST. 

Tbe Engineer of the Wrecked Pennsylvania 
Train Found Witti His Hand Grasp- 

ini; the Throttle. 

Ari.A.NTic dry, July .'11. — hngiiieer 
Kilward I'arr, who died with his hand on 
the throttle, was taken out of the train 
wreck eindy this morning. With the ut- 
most ditliculty his lingers wers unclasped 
from the lever. He had been pinned 
down by the chest and a)iparently met 
instant death. Almost every bone in the 
body of one of the male victims was 
broken when taken from the ruins, and 
maay are ao frightfully mangled they 
&re ueyond reeogn'tion. 

Ranged along on eithiu- side of the 
stagnant pool wiiich marks the scene of 
the accident are stacked little heaps of 
hats, caps, gloves and other articles of 
clothing found on Uiu ground. The j)it- 
iful mementoes n! the disaster were 
guarded by a small force of railroad men 
and the city police. l'"rom early dawn 
excursion parties travelled to the scene 
of the wreck and conveyances were al- 
most at a premium. The iargernumber 
of these excursionists were women who 
were disappointed at not being able to 
witness the removal of some mangled 
corpses. 

Tlie arrest of Wm. Thurston, the tel- 
egraph operator at the signal tower, con- 
firms the story that the mistake in tiie 
display of Kigmils was the lirst cause of 
the disaster' This is purely ctuijeclurnl,

the plaintifr(upon notice) to eoutinue 
until the hearing an injunction granted 
hy me on the L'SLh instant restraining 
the ilefendaids unid a time which is 
now ]iast from paying any moneys of the 
coriioialion to any persons iu res|)ect of 
work or materials on the Toinl I''illi<:e 
hriilgi', oi- from paying to any j)erson the 
sum of .'f."),'_'(HI appro|iriatcd by the reso- 
lution of the muiiii'ipal council on the 
'Jllli June, Isik;, or any part thereof. 

" As the matter is one of much nr- 
L'cncy, I shall at once .-tate the conclu- 
sions which the limiteil time at my ilis- 
pirsal has enabled me to arrive at. 

"The facts giving rise lo the proceed- 
ings, as detailed in the atliiliivit", show 
that a bridge over a portioi, of Victoria 
harbor, between Work street and the 
Indian reserve, Victoria West, ami over 
wlijch a large traffic passed daily, col- 
lapsed on the '26lh 'May last by tin- 
breaking away of one of the spans, and 
that since the collapse of the bridge, nn- 
til recently when the E. A N. railway 
bridge was by arrangeinenl with the 
company hrouu'ht into requisition, it has 
been impossible to take veliicles between 
I he city and the town of Esquimalt ex- 
cept hy a circuitous route of several 
m iles. 

" It ajjiiears that nothing was done by 
the eiir|ior:ition to restore communica- 
tion until the ~-lth June, when the 
ciuincil passed an apiiropriatioii of ^-o.-Ot) 
lorlho purpose of replacing the defunct 
i)i-idge with a temporary structure upon 
piles to be driven in rowsatevery sixteen 
fetd. This work being immediately 
commenced, was objected to on behalf 
of the Dominion government as being an 
obstruction to navigation, and unlawful 
under Kev. Stat. Can., cap. 92, which en- 
acts that no bridge, etc.. slmll be con- 
structed .so as to interfere with naviga- 
tion unless i as was not the ease) the site 
thereof has been approvcil by the (.iov- 
ernor-in-C(iiincil and the plans a|)i)roved 
liv the government. 

"The cor))oralion, notwithstanding 
the notice from the residetit engineer, 
went on with the work, acting upon the 
contention that tbe new jiile bridge ilid 
not impose a greater obstacle lo naviga- 
tion than a former bridge did, which had 
been wln-illy removed and had ceased to 
exist upwanis of ten years ago. 

" On the 24th July, inst., upon the 
complainstof the Attorney-General for 
Canada, an injunction was granted liy 
this court restrainini: the defendants 
from turtliet proceeiliiig with the objec- 
tionahle structure, on the ground that 
its erection is unlawful 

" The present acti(Ui ia now brought 
to prevent the corporation paying out 
any portion of the .$5,L'00 voted by them 
for tne ccuistruelion of the pile brit' 
or any othi^r moneys of the corporation 
in connection therewith. 

" Whilst it is clearly settled law that 
a coriioration will bo restrained by in- 
junction from applying its moneys to 
unlawful purposes or to purposes not 
authorized by law (.Mty. (ieneral v. As 
pinall, 2 Myf. and Cr. (dS; Atty.

"The injunction, however, will be 
continued to restrain the dcfendanls 
from entering into or further proceeding 
with any contraids or works in pursu- 
ance (.)f their proje(ded pile bridge. 

"It may be well for the plaintiff to 
c)n6idur what form of remedy he shall 
seek in this action. His grievance 
would appear to be not an much 
against the corporation as against 
the members thereof. The Mayor and 
aldermen arc trustees of the civic ))rop- 
'Tly ani.l ftiiids, and would t-wui to be 
liable for wasting and squandering the 
propiu-ly entrusteil to them the same as 
private t rusteea would befor wcL'tingtrusl 
funds. Sinc'e the passage of the " Mnglisb 
corporation reform act, hS.':!,") " the indi- 
vidual re.rponsibilityof aldernianic bodies 
has been clearly defined both by that 
act and subsequent legal decisions. 

" Before that net, as pointeil out by 
Vice-Chancellor Ksten in Patterson vs. 
liowes, -l (irant's Chancery Hep., ISO, a 
corpinatu body could disjiose of its pi'op- 
ertv as it ideased. It could have wasted, 
alienated or destroytMljit. 'J'he "Corpor- 
ation reform act," however, delined the 
liurposes to which corpoi-ate property 
was in future to be applied in such a 
manner as to imi)ress it with n tru.st

BKl.LA COOL,^ COLONY. 

To rni-; Kditou: — In reply to your in 
uirius concerning the l>elhi Coohi Col- 
uy, !ind the reports that the colonists 
re dissatisfied and that they are leaving 
the province, I may state that such re- 
ports are not true. 

There are over fifty locations in the 
colony and nearly two hundrcMl men 
women and idiildren. The government 
agreeil with the colonists to give tli 
lliO acres each on lease, rent free for live 
years, and at the end of that time to give 
t hem free ('rown grants for their lands 
pioviiled they had made improvements 
to the extent of five dollars an acre. The 
governnieiit agreed to make a wagon 
road through the colony and to give the 
settlers a school house and school 
teacher. These thing's have be(!ii done 
at a cost of about eighteen tbou^'and dol- 
lars, and the colonists have been em 
[iloyed at wages in making the road. 

The road goes up the vaTiey for about 
21) miles and crosses the river in several 
places bv bridges. There is one large 
bridge with a 200-foot span which is not 
unite coin])leted, but it will be in a short 
time. \ good sidioolhouse is erected 
and a school teai'hijr i)rovided. 

.-\ wharf is about to he erected at the 
mouth of the river so that large steam 
ers can coini^ alongside, which will be ; 
great boon to llu^ colonists. A townsite 
has been surveyed near the wharf aiu 
lots will he sold by [nihlic luudion. The 
land in the valley Ik ri(di, hut limbered 
in some places iieavily, and in other: 
with alder. The climate is good and 
the settlers express tliemselves as wel 
satisfied as to the suitability of tlie hiiu 
for farming and fruit growing. 

Some of tbe settlers have farms in 
Minnesota, and they have applied for 
leave of absence (one of them for two 
voars) to live upon their holdings at 
l-ielhi Coola, which has of course been 
refused — hence the grdiiibling and ex- 
odus of a few. 

There are many more locations reiidy 
for settlement, and when a suflicient 
uuniber of settlers arrive tbe wagon 
road will he extendeti up the valley 
Steamers call at liella Coola and will be 
available for taking crops, etc., to the 
markets of Vancouver, New Westmin- 
ster, Nanaimo and Victoria. 

The settlers have the advantage of 
abundance of salmon in the Bella Coola 
river.

George F. Haueer, who has 
cbarge'bf the signal tower where the ac- 
cident occurred, was arrested to-day and 
held pending an investigation.
